1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

(A) the specifics of the electro-optical panel being comprised of a light shielding film 
being disposed on either of the first substrate and the second substrate so as to be disposed 
inwardly of the sealant, and the light shielding member and the light shielding film overlapping 
each other as viewed in plane (claims 2-3); or 

(B) the specifics of the electro-optical panel being comprised of the light shielding 
member disposed toward the surface facing the electro-optical substance of the third substrate 
(claim 4); or 

(C) the specifics of the electro-optical panel being comprised of the light shielding 
member disposed toward the reverse side of the surface of the electro-optical substance of the 
third substrate (claim 5).
